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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicants submission filed on 12/15/04 has been entered. 

Remarks 

2. Claims 11, 12, 15-17, 19, 23, 25, 34-36, 38-51, 55-79, 83-87, 90 and 91 have been 
canceled. Claims 1, 52, and 53 have been amended. Claims 92-94 have been added. Claims 1, 
8-10, 32, 33, 52-54, 80-82, 88, 89, and 92-94 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 8-10, 32, 33, 52-54, 80-82, 88, 89, and 92-94 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts of record issued to Grube, Raith and Lachance fails to either alone 
or combine to teach or suggest a method of generating a control signal based on the comparison 
of two wireless mobile terminals, wherein a first mobile terminal has been deactivated or in an 
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off state, and a second mobile terminal, within a specified distance, can activate the first mobile 
terminal by using a smart card served as a key to activate the first mobile terminal as cited in 
claims 1 and similar technique in claim 52 for a second mobile terminal with other components 
as well as in claim 92 for an apparatus for generating a control signal based on the mentioned 
technique.
